The rumor, which haa 
grown

pumpk in v ine, undoubtedly start» d from 
the fact that the directors of the Bros 
mi* 
Company were approached bv r» q re sen 
tativ ea of the combine 
with an oiler 
which they refused and would not for a 
moment entertain. 
They Mate thai to 
buy off the company and purduae its 
patents would tak e nearly a million ol 
dollars, and there is no probability of 
such a transfer. 
Of course, if the man 
agement could mak e more money in a 
day by such a sale than they could hop« 
to mak e by ten or twelv e years of work , 
they would be foolish not to sell; hut

There are Roads and Roads! 


Mk E d ito r -O n the method of build 
ing « tone road« I have alway s been an ad 
vo-'ate of the single track sy stem of » Ion 
ing to begin with, for by fio doing y ou h o - 
doing the greatest good to the greatest 
number for money expended, and double 
track at leisure, from y oui saving s in lime 
and lior» u flush by the use of the single 
track 
A proper road bed should 
In- 
made (twenty feet is none to wide) nearly 
flat from shoulder to shoulder, with suita­ 
ble ditches sloping from the road bed, ho 
the ditches will be forty feet apart, if Hie 
ground will admit without unnecessary 
outlay ami deep enough to drain the wal 
er from the road bed 
If the ground is 
spong y < r <iu cktandy , life it properly by 
all means before stoning, for without it 
y our road bed will soon sink into tbe mud 
and y ou will have the work to do over. 
For the money expended in building 
roads that used in tiling is of the greatest 
value to the public, and they will derive 
more bene tit from it if properly done than 
any ot her like amount expended for roads. 
There are other reasons for the single 
track sy stem of stoning 
When the roads 
are dry most of the people to favor their 
horses, will take the dirt track, and when 
wet take to the » tone, 
thus 
leaving 
the 
dirt 
track 
before 
it 
is 
rutted, 
and 
when 
it 
dries 
off y ou 
have 
a good track, smooth and ready for use 
for those who prefer a dirt track, and 
save the wear of the stone road and be a 
relief to their horses. 
This single track 
is only applicabh 
in Dixon to the roads 
remaining to be built—the roads to Woo- 
sung, I’inc Creek, Kiver and Day sville, 
and some short lines to tie extended. 
Grading is a good tiling, but there is no 
use of making a railroad grade for a 
wagon road. 
There are several high em ­ 
bankments in town where fills have Leon 
made that need railing and others on near­ 
ly level ground that should not have been 
made 
Then when y ou come to a hi I 
don t think y ou are bettering the grade 
by cutting down the top 
You are simply 
shortening the hill, 
Lengthen the incline 
and lessen the grade by doing the work 
In the proper place.
